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verse of the "Farewell" is peculiarly ap- 
propriate : — 
" Dear Harp of my Country ! farewell to thy numbers, 

This sweet wreath of song is the last we shall twine ! 
Go. sleep with the sunshine of fame on thy slumbers, 

Till touch'd by some hand less unworthy than mine. 
If the pulse of the patriot, soldier, or lover, 

Have throbb'd at our lay, 'tis thy glory alone ; 
I was but as the wind, passing heedlessly over, 

And all the wild sweetness I wak'd was thy own." 

This is so pretty a climax that it seems almost 
a pity to have broken the spell of " sweet sorrow" 
in which the public were wrapt. But Moore 
knew his power, and how to use it. He has, 
with infinite tact, carried on the feeling of sadness 
conveyed by the last song of Number Six, in the 
opening song of Number Seven, " My Gentle 
Harp," — one of the least known and most beauti- 
ful in the latter portion of the Work. 

In all probability, Moore would have bidden 
adieu to the Irish Harp for ever in the Sixth 
Number, had he not been instigated to new en- 
deavours by the melodies, "warranted Hibernian," 
with which he was inundated from all parts of the 
kingdom. Between the Sixth Number and the 
Tenth and last, however, there elapsed no less 
than nineteen years, — so that he had ample time 
for selection. The only songs in the second 
series which became favorites, and have main- 
tained their influence, are " As slow our ship her 
foamy track" ("The girl I left behind me"), 
" Kemember thee ? — yes, while there's life in this 
heart," " To Ladies Eyes a Round, Boys," " Oh, 
Banquet not in those shining Bowers," "And 
doth not a meeting like this make amends ? " and 
" I wish I was by that dim lake," — though these 
are not the most beautiful. Moore was particu- 
larly fond of the last number, — perhaps because 
it gave him more trouble than any of the others. 
" I am not without hope," he writes, in his dedi- 
cation to the Marchioness of Headfort, " that, as 
far as regards the grace and spirit of the Melodies, 
you will find the closing portion of the Work not 
unworthy of what has preceded it. The sixteen 
airs, of which the Number and Supplement con- 
sists, have been selected from the immense mass 
of Irish Music, which has been for years past 
accumulating in my hands ; and it was from a 
desire to include all that appeared most worthy 
of preservation, that the four supplementary songs, 
which follow the Tenth Number, have been 
added." 

A special interest, apart from its connection 
with the music, attaches to the poetry of the 
Irish Melodies. Some of the songs claim 
historical association, which particularly endears 
them to the Irish reader ; some comprise narra- 
tives that cannot fail to move the dullest 
sympathy ; some, under the guise of impassioned 
love-pleadings, or lamentations, transfigure the 
poet's affection for his country, or his lamentations 
for her destiny ; while many are simple effusions 
from the heart which appeal to the most unso- 
phisticated understandings. That exquisite lyric, 



" Oh, breathe not his name, let it rest in the 
shade," was suggested by the well-known passage 
in the dying speech of the unfortunate Robert 
Emmet — " Let no man write my epitaph," * * 
" let my tomb remain uninscribed, till other times 
and other men shall learn to do justice to my 
memory." That eloquent and heart-felt poem, 
" Shall the Harp then be silent ? " is a glowing 
tribute to Ireland's greatest patriot, Henry 
Grattan ; and the last song in the collection is, 
as we have already stated, an elegy to Moore's 
friend and colleague in the work, Sir John 
Stevenson. To the lyric student, the Irish 
Melodies will prove one of the most instructive 
volumes in the English language. He who reads 
it carefully can hardly fail to profit by his labor. 
The smoothness and flow of the verse, the felicity 
of the diction, the brilliant fancy, the wit and 
deep feeling, the pointed allusions, and the grace 
that invests the whole with a halo of beauty, 
cannot, we think, be found in any other collection 
extant. Backed by such recommendations, the 
songs might claim the world's applause without 
the aid of music. Combined with music, every 
impulse of the heart becomes enlisted.

I have indisputable 
authority for the contrary; as Dr. Warren, who attended Handel 
in his last sickness, remembers his dying before midnight on the 
13th, Good Friday."

— The Messiah was performed here on the 
28th ult., in the Temperance Hall, when the room wa3 
filled to excess, and hundreds were turned away for want 
of accommodation. Mrs. Sunderland, Miss Palmer, Mr. 
S. Reeves, and Mr. Thomas, were the solo performers, 
and Mr. H. Nicholson conducted. The band was very 
numerous, and the oratorio was admirably executed. 

Lichfield. — The Amateur Musical Society gave their 
third performance for the season on the 14th of April, 
when was performed, with full orchestral accompaniments, 
Mozart's Twelfth Mass and Mendelssohn's As the Hart 
pants.

— The Philharmonic Society performed 
Handel's oratorio, Judas Maccabteus, on the 5th of April, 
as their fourth subscription concert. Miss Hiles, Miss 
Palmer, Mr. S. Reeves, and Mr. Thomas, sang the solo 
parts, and the choruses went well. The performance was 
altogether satisfactory. 

Madame Clara Novello will arrive in London, to 
fulfil her professional engagements, on the 24th of this 
month. 

Manchester. — A complimentary concert to Mr. 
diaries Halle took place in the Free Trade Hall, on the 
9th of April, when he was presented with a baton by the 
members of the Manchester Choral Society, as an ac- 
knowledgment of the unwearied assiduity displayed by 
him in the discharge of his duties as conductor of the 
society. A very complimentary address accompanied the 
baton, for which Mr. Halle returned his acknowledgments. 
— A lecture on Irish Minstrelsy was delivered at the 
Free Trade Hall, on the l4th ult, by Mr. Henry T. 
Robberds. The origin and effect of the various classes of 
Irish ballad literature were entered into with considerable 
merit by the lecturer, who displayed no ordinary evidence 
of antiquarian and historic research. Mr. Robberds was 
ably assisted by Miss Armstrong, Mrs. Winterbottom, 
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Mr. Wylde, and Mr. Roberts, in the illustrations, which 
included a charming selection of ballads and quartetts, 
and also humourous songs and recitations. — The Creation 
was performed on the 30th of March, at the last of Mr. 
Halle's orchestral concerts, given in the Free Trade Hall. 
The vocalists were Miss Vinning, Mr. Montem Smith, 
and Mr. Santley. The band and chorus exceeded 250 
performers. Mr. Henry Warker presided at the organ, 
and Mr. Charles Halle' conducted. 

Marylebone Literary Institution. — Mr. Robert 
Seymour has announced that he will give an evening 
concert of vocal and instrumental music, at the rooms of 
the Institution, in Edwards Street, Portman Square, on 
the 5th of May. The performers on the occasion will be 
Mdlle. GuschI, Miss Corelli, Miss Seymour, Miss Emily 
Gresham, and Messrs. Benson, Allan Irving, Boleyne 
Reeves, Daubert, Stebbing, Vogell, and other eminent 
artistes. Mr. Seymour's performance on the violin is 
spoken very highly of by those who have heard him in 
private; it will be his first appearance in public. 

Mexborough. — A concert was given by Mr. J. Myers, 
of Botherham, on the 21st of April, in the British School. 
The vocalists were Miss Varney and Miss Thompson, 
Messrs. Westmoreland, Allan, and Butterworth. The 
programme gave great satisfaction. 

Musical Society of London. — The third concert of 
this irtusical association took place on the 30th of March, 
at St. James's Hall, when a very interesting programme 
was provided. It commenced with the overture and a 
selection from Mozart's Idomeneo, in which Madame Ca- 
therine Hayes and Mr. Tennant sang the solo parts. 
This was followed by Professor Sterndale Bennett's Con- 
certo in F minor, the pianoforte part exquisitely played 
by Miss Goddard. The second part comprised a Symphony 
in C, by Schubert ; " Va dit elle," from Robert le Diable, 
by Madame Catherine Hayes j and Weber's overture to 
the Ruler of the Spirits. The music from Idomeneo was 
well executed throughout ; the choruses could not have 
been finer. The Symphony of Schubert was new to the 
audience, it only having been once before performed in 
London, by the Philharmonic Society, when it was disap. 
proved of, and laid aside. It was played on this occasion 
with the most consummate skill, but its success with the 
audience is seriously affected by its length, taking as it 
does one whole hour to perform. There are abundance of 
melodies, and the three movements contain passages of 
the highest beauty ; but the defects are a prolixity and 
want of definite form. There was very little sympathy 
elicited by the performance, and it was received with en- 
tire apathy. At the next concert, which is announced for 
the 11th of May, Herr Joachim will appear, and Mr. Sims 
Reeves will be the principal singer. 

Norwood. — On the 4th ult., a concert was given by the 
Singing Class of the Lower Norwood Institute, at the 
British School-room. The programme was varied, and 
comprised sacred and secular choruses, which were well 
performed, considering the short time the society has been 
in existence. Mr. Dubber conducted. 

Nottingham. — On the 14th of April, being the cen- 
tenary of the death of Handel, a musical performance was 
given by the choir of the Midland Institution for the 
Blind, Nottingham. The programme contained selections 
from the Funeral Anthem, Judas Maccabceus, and the 
Messiah, opening with the Dead March. Considering that 
all the singers were blind, this was a very extraordinary 
performance, and deserved the highest praise. Mr. Irons, 
of Southwell Cathedral, presided at the organ. — The 
oratorio, Israel in Egypt, was performed on the 12th of 
April, in the Mechanics' Hall, Nottingham, by the mem- 
bers of the Sacred Harmonic Society. It is greatly to 
the credit of the society that they should have been able 
to give so perfect a performance of this difficult oratorio 
without the aid of any professional talent. The solos were 
sung entirely by amateurs, and were rendered with much 



taste. The chorus-singing was excellent, and the points 
were taken up with precision. Mr. Woodward presided 
at the organ, and Mr. Shelmerdine was the conductor. 

Ramsbottoh. — On the 9th of April, the Ramsbottom 
United Choirs, under the presidency of R. Grant, Esq., 
gave their seventh miscellaneous concert for the season, in 
the Athenaeum. Mr. James Heys, organist of St. Paul's, 
presided at the pianoforte, and the choirs were ably con- 
ducted by Mr. John Mossop. The concert passed off very 
well. The programme was well selected. This concert 
will be the last but one for the present season. 

Retford. — A lecture on the war and love songs of 
Great Britain was delivered at the Retford Literary Insti- 
tution, on the 7th of March, by Mr. E. Garraway. The 
members and their friends expressed great pleasure at the 
substance of the lecture, and the mode in which it was 
delivered. 

Ringwood. — On Easter Monday, two concerts were 
given here, — one in the morning, one in the evening. 
Miss M. S. Novello Serle was the principal performer. 
In the morning, she played Beethoven's "Moonlight 
Sonata;" in the evening, Thalberg's " Don Pasquale." 
Among her vocal pieces most noticed, the solo, "Songs 
sweetly sounding," from "Weber's Euryanthe, was encored 
both morning and evening, and Mozart's " Deh vieni" in 
the evening. All the performers concerned appeared to 
give the utmost satisfaction to their audience. 

Rowley Regis. — An evening concert was given here, 
in the School-room, on the 28th of March, in aid of the 
school funds. . ' The vocalists engaged were Miss Poyzer, 
Mr. Williams, Mr. Matheson, and Mr. G. Mainwaring. 
Mr. Thomas Troman conducted. 

Shadwell. — Sailors' Institute.— On Monday even- 
ing, April the 11th, a choir of 100 voices performed a 
selection of choral music, — the proceeds to be given as a 
donation to the funds of the British and Foreign Sailors' 
Society. The singing was very good, and well received. 
Conductor, Mr. J. J. Mears. 

Shilcon. — The committee of the Shildon Amateur 
Musical Society gave their second concert of vocal and 
instrumental music, on the 24th of March, in the National 
School-room, to a numerous audience. The programme 
consisted of some welt-selected songs, duets, glees, &c. 
The performance went off remarkably well. The choruses 
were sung very steadily, and were warmly applauded. 
Mr. W. Dodds conducted, and Mrs. Dodds' performance 
on the harp and pianoforte deserved great praise. 

Sunderland. — On the 6th ult., the Sunderland Amateur 
Glee Club gave their second soiree musicale, in the 
Athenaeum. Miss Low presided at the pianoforte, and 
Mr. Lee at the harmonium. The various pieces were 
given with much taste and correctness, and the concert 
passed off with great eclat. 

Sutton. — On the 1st of April, a concert was given in 
the National School, in behalf of the funds for the new 
organ in Sutton Church. It was numerously attended, 
and the whole performance gave satisfaction, which was 
manifested by the well-deserved encores during the 
evening. 

The Handel Commemoration.— -The great orchestra, 
enlarged for the forthcoming Handel Festival at the 
Crystal Palace, is now so far completed as to enable the 
public to form correct ideas of the enormous magnitude of 
the arrangements. It is avast semicircular area, the ends 
of the arc being distant from each other 216 feet, or twice 
the diameter of the dome of St. Paul's Cathedral, and its 
depth is not less than 100 feet. The tiers of seats rise 
one above the other to the height of about 70 feet, and 
the accommodation provided for band and chorus will be 
sufficient for 4000 persons. A screen has been constructed, 
which runs round the entire back of the orchestra, and 
rises 29 feet above the top of the highest tier of seats. 
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The acoustic effect of thus inclosing the vast area will, 
there can be no doubt, be highly satisfactory, and even 
now the tones of the organ are heard to much greater ad- 
vantage. When the vast awning or velarium is stretched 
over the space, there will certainly be no ground for ap- 
prehension that the sound of the magnificent chorus will 
not penetrate to every portion of the area of the transept. 
The great success of the Festival in a pecuniary po nt 
of view is now placed beyond all uncertainty, since a 
sum of £20,000 has already been received for the sale 
of tickets. The demand for seats is so great, that a fur- 
ther enlargement of the area is contemplated. Seats will 
be constructed as far back as the windows of the garden 
front of the building, and the staircase leading to the 
galleries near the transept will be removed, in order to 
afford an uninterrupted view of the orchestra from these 
places. A grand military performance will take place on 
Monday, the 2nd of May, and will form a suitable inau- 
guration of the new season of the Crystal Palace. There 
will on this occasion be eight military bands, besides the 
Company's band, and, as they are to perform in the great 
orchestra, an opportunity will be afforded of testing the 
acoustic effects of the late alterations. The arrangements 
for the forthcoming year will include six flower-shows and 
six grand concerts, at which the artistes of the Royal 
Italian Opera, Covent Garden, will appear. Other large 
choral concerts will take place at intervals, by the Vocal 
Association, Mr. H. Leslie's Choir, the Metropolitan 
Schools Society, and the Tonic Sol-fa Association ; also 
another great meeting of the London Charity Children is 
anticipated. The Saturday Winter Concerts will be 
resumed in November, and at frequent intervals there will 
be performances of music in the open air, by a band of 
wind instruments. 

Trefeglwys. — On the 11th of April, the Cambrian 
orator and novelist, Llew Llwyvo, who won the prize of 
the silver coronal, at the recent Llangollen Eisteddfod, for 
oratory, the competition being open to all the world, 
delivered an interesting and instructive lecture on the 
Music of Wales, &c. Llew Llwyvo and Mr. R. Davies 
sang John Parry's celebrated duet, " Flow gently down," 
with great effect. 

Twickenham. — The Choral Society of this place gave 
a concert in the Boys' School-room, on April 14th, in aid 
of the funds of the Mutual Improvement Society. The 
band and chorus numbered upwards of 50 performers. 
Leader, Mr. Miller. Conductor and pianist, Mr. G. H. 
Stevens. 

Walsall.— On the 24th of April, Mozart's Twelfth 
Mass was effectively executed by the choir of St. Mary's 
Church, assisted by the Wednesbury Choral Society. 
The band was full and complete, numbering in the whole 
about forty performers. Mr. Marlow ably presided at 
the organ. Mr. J. Kendrick was the leader of the band ; 
and Mr. J. Short, the conductor. 

Wisbech.— On the 21st of April, the members of the 
Singing Class of the Mechanics' Institute gave their third 
and last musical entertainment of the season, in the 
Public Hall, under the conductorship of Mr. T. G. Beatley. 
The programme embraced songs, glees, and choruses, 
which were judiciously selected. The performance was 
highly creditable both to the class and to the conductor, 
and exhibited a marked progress compared with previous 
occasions. Mr. Porter presided at the harmonium, and 
his solo performance from .ft Trovatore exhibited his mastery 
over that instrument. 



Taxes on Knowledge. — The Association for promoting
